Returned Against Dr. W. God- 
frey Hunter and Others. 



All Are Republicans Except Noel 
Gaines and Thomas Tanner.

Tbe Franklin county grand jury has 
returned true bill* against Dr. VV. 
Uodfrey Hunter, the republican nom- 
inee for the United States senate; ex- 
Congressman John Henry Wilson, of 
tha Eleventh district; Hon. E. T. 
Iranka. of the Second district; Capt 
Noel Oalnes, and his brother-in-law, 
Thomaa Tanner, of Frankfort 

Those named have been Indicted for 
conspiracy to bribe. All are republic- 
ans with the exception of Qainea and 
Tanner. 

The indictments were all included in 
one bill and were filed in court at 10:90 
o'clock. The news at once became 
public and created tha greatest indig- 
nation among the republicans, all 
of whom denounced it as a con- 
spiracy among Frankfort democrats to 
defeat and humiliate Hunter. They 
claimed that the indictments against 
Gaines and Tanner, the democrats, 
were returned simply as "savers" to 
prevent the public generally from 
gaining the impression that the grand 
jury had been made an engine of po- 
litical persecution, and that they 
would be dismissed at the Brst hear- 
ing on account of insufficient evl- 

Chairman Jones, of the republican 
caucus, said that it was a "diabolical 
and hellish conspiracy," and that the 
republicans would disapprove and 
resent it in proper spirit. State Sena- 
tor Deboe was of the same opinion, 
and not one of the republican leaders 
hesitated to condemn Uie action of the 
grand jury as partisan and prejudiced. 

When the indictments had been re- 
turned. Judge Outrttl ordered that 
bench warrants be issued for the ar- 
rest of the accused and made returna- 
ble at the next term of court, which is 
in September. liail was fixed at ^50 
in each case. When asked why he set 
the cases for next September, Judge 
Cantrill said: 

"1 do not think it proper to try the 
cases at this term of the court, but if 
the parties come in and ask for an im- 
mediate trial 1 will proceed with it at 
once; otherwise it will go until Sep- 
tember." 

Conspiracy to bribe is a common law 
offense in Kentucky, the penalty be- 
in a fine or Imprisonment, or both, at 
the discretion of the jury. The riends 
of Dr. Hunter are greatly rejoiced 
that no indictment charging perjury 
Mas returned, as this is a felony. 

The uccuh'.-d have engaged the best 
attorneys in the state to defend them, 
and while uo consultation has been 
held and no steps decided on, it is said 
that immediate trials w ill be iisko.i.

terview Saturday morning, asserting 
his innocence and saying among other 

"A man may be forgiven for steal- 
ing, as when starvation is at hand, but 
no man should be eountenuiu led for 
lying, as these men (Hunter, Wilson 
and others) have done."

GREEK FLEET 

Completely Destroys tlia Turkish Mattery 
at r»T.».. * 

Athknb, A pril !«.— The Greek com- 
mander at Actluin, opposite Prevosu, 
telegraphs that the Greek steamer 
Macedonia, which was tired upon Mon- 
day morning by the Turkish batteries 
while leaving the Gulf of Ambraeia, 
did not alnk in deep water, but was 
able to run aahore near the entrance 
of the gulf. 

It appears that the bombardment of 
Preveaa began' at 11:30 a. ru., where- 
as the Turkish forts there opened a 
hot fire upon Actium at 5:30 a m. Ac- 
t in m was formerly a telegraph statlqn, 
but the building was converted into a 
fort, and was garrisoned by 500 men. 
The Turkish fire completely destroyed 
it, several of the garrison being kliled 
and wounded, although the Turkish 
aim was often wide. 

The Greek commander requested in - 
structions by telegraph, and the min- 
ister of war ordered him to bombard 
I'revesa Immediately. 

At 10 o'clock in the morning the 
Skafldikl fort fired a few shots on a 
Greek gunboat, which replied, ef- 
fectually silencing the Turkish bat- 
tery. 

At 11 o'clock the Greeks began to at- 
tack the Turkish forts outside the en- 
trance of the gulf, partly to divert the 
enemy's attention and partly in order 
to prevent the massacree of the Greeks 

The Greek ironclad Spetzal has ar- 
rived to assist in bombarding I'reve- 
sa, and the gunboats continue to bom- 
bard from inside the gulf. 

According to the latest telegrams 
from Actium, 2,000 Greeks have crossed 
the Gulf of Arta from Vonltza to
